Mr.  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I herewith  submit  my  Annual  Report  on  the  health  and  sanitary  state  of 
the  Borough  and  Port  of  Folkestone  during  1954. 

The  Registrar-General’s  estimated  population,  including  H.M.  Forces 
stationed  in  the  area,  was  43,820.  This  is  a slight  increase  on  the  estimated 
figure  for  1953  (43,560). 

There  were  12,594  inhabited  houses  and  flats  at  the  end  of  1954,  which 
gives  an  average  of  3.48  persons  per  dwelling,  compared  with  3.19  for  England 
and  Wales  (1951  Census). 

The  corrected  Birth  Rate  was  14.87  per  1,000  Home  Population  compared 
with  15.2  for  England  and  Wales  and  shows  an  increase  in  the  Birth  Rate 
(Folkestone)  over  the  previous  year,  when  it  was  14.33. 

Since  the  peak  year  of  1947,  when  the  Birth  Rate  was  23.78  per  1,000 
Home  Population,  there  has  been  a gradual  decrease  in  the  Birth  Rate  in  the 
Borough,  and  1954  is  the  second  year  in  succession  to  show  even  a slight 
increase  since  1947. 

The  Death  Rate  has  continued  to  show  a gradual  decrease  and  the 
corrected  rate  of  9.34  per  1,000  Home  Population  compares  very  favourably 
with  1 1.3  for  England  and  Wales. 

The  Infant  Mortality  was  the  lowest  on  record  with  a rate  of  16.26  per 
1,000  live  births,  compared  with  25.2  for  England  and  Wales.  Of  the  10 
infant  deaths,  4 were  due  to  prematurity. 

Infectious  Diseases  (excluding  Tuberculosis). 

The  incidence  of  Infectious  Disease  was  very  low  compared  with  the 
previous  year  particularly  in  the  case  of  measles,  there  being  only  8 cases  of  this 
disease  compared  with  933  in  1953.

There  were  no  cases  of  Poliomyelitis  during  1954. 

For  the  third  consecutive  year  no  cases  of  Diphtheria  have  occurred. 

No  deaths  occurred  from  Scarlet  Fever,  Whooping  Cough  or  Measles. 

Three  cases  of  Human  Brucellosis  occurred  during  the  year.  The  source 
of  infection  was  traced  and  controlled. 

An  extensive  epidemic  of  Influenza  commenced  in  December,  1954,  and 
large  numbers  of  school  children  were  affected.  The  illness  was  of  moderate 
severity,  with  an  average  duration  of  4-5  days. 

There  has  been  a further  slight  decrease  in  the  number  of  children  receiving 
primary  and  re-inforcing  inoculation  against  Diphtheria,  as  shown  by  the 
following  table  : —

Tuberculosis. 

The  number  of  primary  cases  of  Tuberculosis  showed  a decrease  on  the 
previous  year — 31  cases  (27  pulmonary  and  4 non-pulmonary)  compared  with 
44  in  1953. 

There  were  1 1 deaths  from  this  disease,  compared  with  10  in  1953. 

The  death  rate  from  Tuberculosis  was  0.25  per  1,000  Home  Population 
compared  with  0.18  for  England  and  Wales. 

A Mid-Kent  Mass  Radiography  Unit  undertook  a survey  in  Folkestone 
from  November  12th  to  December  17th,  1954.  A total  of  9,800  examinations 
were  carried  out,  and  1 1 active  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  were  discov- 
ered, in  addition  to  74  inactive  cases  and  one  case  of  lung  cancer. 

Housing. 

A total  of  fifty-eight  cases  were  investigated  with  reference  to  hygienic 
conditions  and  chronic  illness. 

Thirty-four  cases  were  recommended  for  priority  in  re-housing  and  were 
given  sympathetic  consideration  by  the  Housing  Committee. 

Old  People. 

The  conditions  of  fourteen  cases  were  investigated,  and  where  necessary 
help  was  given  in  expediting  admission  to  suitable  hospitals. 

Many  of  these  cases  were  dealt  with  in  co-operation  with  the  Old  People’s 
Welfare  Committee,  whose  good  work  is  much  appreciated. 

The  Scheme  for  Night  Attendance  for  Old  People  which  was  inaugurated 
in  1953  has  worked  very  successfully;  attendance  was  given  on  150  nights  under 
this  scheme  during  the  year. 

General. 

The  year  1954  may  be  considered  a highly  satisfactory  one  in  so  far  as  the 
health  of  the  Borough  was  concerned,  especially  so  in  the  low  incidence  of 
Infectious  Disease  and  Infant  Mortality,  and  the  absence  of  diseases  such  as 
Poliomyelitis  and  Diphtheria. 

In  conclusion,  I have  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  members  of  the  Health 
Committee  for  their  support  in  the  work  during  the  year,  and  also  to  express 
my  appreciation  of  the  co-operation  of  other  Departments  of  the  Corporation. 

I would  also  like  to  acknowledge  with  thanks  the  help  and  hard  work  of  the 
Chief  Sanitary  Inspector,  Mr.  L.  H.  Vale,  and  other  members  of  the  staff  during 
the  year.

Employment  in  Folkestone  during  1954. 

The  following  brief  report  on  the  employment  position  in  Folkestone  during 
1954  has  been  supplied  by  the  Manager  of  the  local  Employment  Exchange  : — 

Throughout  1954  a high  level  of  employment  was  maintained  and 
there  was  a continued  expansion  of  the  town’s  manufacturing  industries. 
Unemployment  figures  were  lower  than  those  for  the  corresponding  months 


in  1953. 


The  chief  industries  in  the  town  were  (1)  Distributive  Trades  ; (2) 
Building  and  Civil  Engineering  ; (3)  Hotel  and  Catering  ; (4)  National 
and  Local  Government  Service  ; (5)  Transport  and  Communications  ; 
(6)  Agriculture,  Forestry  and  Fishing  ; (7)  Vehicle  Manufacture  and 
Repair. 

Employment  opportunities  were  mainly  in  building,  catering  and 
motor  engineering  for  men  ; and  in  catering  and  similar  seasonal  occupa- 
tions and  drug  manufacture  for  women.  During  the  year  1,412  men  and 
978  women  were  placed  by  the  Employment  Exchange  in  local  employment, 
and  242  men  and  21  women  in  employment  in  other  districts. 

There  were  the  usual  seasonal  fluctuations  in  the  unemployment 
figures  for  1954.  In  February,  the  peak  month,  there  were  790  on  the 
unemployed  register  at  Folkestone  Employment  Exchange.  This  figure 
dropped  to  248  in  July  but  by  the  end  of  the  year  had  risen  again  to  597. 
Building  trade  workers  made  up  the  largest  group  of  male  unemployed, 
and  hotel  and  catering  workers  the  largest  female. 

There  were  593  men  and  91  women  registered  as  substantially  disabled 
under  the  Disabled  Persons  (Employment)  Act,  1944.^  The  number  of 
these  on  the  unemployed  register  varied  from  86  in  January  to  30  in  July.

Nearly  100%  of  the  dwelling-houses  are  supplied  by  public  water  mains 
direct  to  the  houses.  No  outdoor  standpipes  are  used  for  domestic  supplies. 

There  are  three  dwellings,  situated  on  the  outskirts  of  the  Borough,  where 
water  is  obtained  by  collected  rain-water  into  underground  tanks. 

During  1954  the  Folkestone  Waterworks  Company  laid  an  8in.  main 
from  the  bottom  of  Tontine  Street  to  the  bottom  of  the  Tram  Road  and  a 
6in.  main  thence  along  Radnor  Street  and  up  North  Street  to  The  Durlocks. 
The  purpose  of  the  main  was  to  maintain  pressure  in  the  distribution  mains 
on  the  East  Cliff  at  times  of  peak  demand.  The  8in.  main  took  the  place  of  a 
3in.  one  which  was  fractured  by  a bomb  in  the  early  part  of  the  war.  At  the 
Lower  Standen  Pumping  Station  the  Company  has  completed  the  lowering 
of  one  of  the  main  pumps  to  suck  from  the  lower  level  and  has  extended  the 
low-level  adit  to  obtain  additional  water. 

The  water  generally  has  been  satisfactory  in  quality  and  quantity. 

Samples  were  taken  by  the  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector  at  regular  intervals 
throughout  the  year  for  bacteriological  and  chemical  examination,  and  every 
possible  precaution  was  taken  to  ensure  continued  safety  of  supply.

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE. 

The  Park  Farm  Valley  Sewer,  running  from  Radnor  Park  Road  to  Canter- 
bury Road,  was  completed,  together  with  a branch  to  Downs  Road  to  deal 
with  occasional  flooding  which  took  place  there. 

The  Corporation  have  accepted  a tender  for  the  extension  of  main  drainage 
from  Hill  Road  via.  Tile  Kiln  Lane,  Shaftesbury  Avenue,  Stanley  Road  to 
Risborough  Lane  railway  bridge  and  also  a supplementary  contract  from 
Cherry  Garden  Avenue  to  Cheriton  Road  and  thence  to  Beachborough  Road 
railway  bridge.  The  former  contract  is  intended  to  overcome  flooding 
difficulties  which  have  arisen  in  the  past  in  Risborough  Lane  and  the  lower  end 
of  Shaftesbury  Avenue,  while  the  latter  contract  will  deal  with  the  flooding 
of  Cheriton  Road  between  Cherry  Garden  Avenue  and  Cornwallis  Avenue 
which  has  taken  place  during  periods  of  severe  storm.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  CHIEF  SANITARY  INSPECTOR. 


Mr.  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  6th  annual  report  on  the  activities  of  the 
Sanitary  Department. 

The  work  undertaken  by  the  staff  largely  follows  a set  pattern  but  some 
degree  of  priority  is  necessary  from  time  to  time  in  a particular  sphere.  Whilst 
the  programme  in  all  branches  has  been  well  maintained  throughout  the  year 
special  emphasis  has  had  to  be  given  to  housing.  The  requirements  of  the 
Housing  Act,  1949,  in  relation  to  the  Governments  policy  of  improving  existing 
property  has  had  an  impetus  by  the  issue  of  new  Regulations,  and  the  Housing 
Repairs  and  Rents  Act,  1954,  promises  an  additional  field  of  work  although 
it  is,  however,  too  early  to  say  what  the  ultimate  effect  will  be. 

The  resumption  of  planning  for  Slum  Clearance,  curtailed  since  1939,  has 
perhaps  been  the  greatest  contribution  to  an  already  fully  extended  programme 
and  this  must  have  its  effect  on  other  branches  of  the  work. 

Further  Acts,  Amendments,  Official  Circulars  and  Regulations,  mostly 
concerning  Housing  and  Food,  have  been  issued  during  the  year. 

The  smooth  and  efficient  running  of  the  Department  is  dependent  on  the 
reliability  and  conscientiousness  of  its  members  and  I therefore  take  this 
opportunity  of  expressing  my  appreciation  to  the  staff  for  a successful  year’s 
work. 

I gratefully  acknowledge  the  continuous  support  of  the  Chairmen  and 
Members  of  the  Health  Committee  which  has  been  of  inestimable  value  to  me, 
also  to  the  various  Officers  of  the  Corporation  and  their  staffs  for  their  assistance 
and  co-operation  during  the  year.

DISINFECTION  AND  DISINFESTATION. 

(a)  Disinfection. 

Disinfection  of  premises  in  connection  with  infectious  diseases  has  been 
continued  throughout  the  year. 

Bedding  and  clothing  is  subjected  to  steam  disinfection  and  premises  are 
treated  by  spraying  with  either  formalin  or  a suitable  proprietary  bactericidal 
material. 

The  disinfection  service  given  on  cross-channel  steamers  in  cabins,  etc., 
occupied  by  infectious  disease  patients  has  operated  as  in  previous  years,  the 
method  of  treatment  being  by  spraying.  The  disinfection  of  blankets  and 
bedding  from  the  Royal  Victoria  Hospital  was  also  continued.  Treatment 
of  bedding  and  other  articles  by  steam  is  carried  out  at  the  Corporation’s 
Disinfecting  Station. 

(b)  Disinfestation. 

Verminous  premises  are  dealt  with  by  spraying  with  liquid  and/or  applica- 
tion of  powder  according  to  the  requirements  of  the  particular  case. 

Infestation  by  cockroaches  and  other  insects  also  received  attention  and 
premises  were  treated  with  appropriate  insecticides  on  payment  of  reasonable 


expenses.

FOOD  SUPPLIES. 

1.  Inspection  of  Meat  and  Other  Foods. 

During  the  year  control  of  slaughtering  which  had  been  set  up  in  1940  by 
the  Ministry  of  Food  ceased  and  under  the  Slaugliterhouses  Act  1954  it  became 
the  statutory  responsibility  of  Local  Authorities  to  secure  sufficient  slaughtering 
accommodation  for  the  requirements  of  their  district.  There  are  no  slaughter- 
houses in  the  Borough  but  adequate  facilities  are  available  at  Hythe  and 
Canterbury  in  the  Municipally  owned  abattoirs. 

Local  meat  traders  are  now  free  to  purchase  their  own  livestock,  and  have 
it  dealt  with  at  one  or  other  of  the  above  abattoirs. 
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Other  sources  of  supply  of  home  killed  meat,  together  with  imported  meat 
are  obtained  mostly  throu^  the  three  wholesale  Meat  Firms  with  depots  in 
this  town.  These  premises  and  butchers’  shops  in  the  Borough  are  visited 
frequently  for  purposes  of  meat  inspection,  usually  at  the  request  of  butchers 
to  inspect  meat  and  offals  about  which  they  are  doubtful. 

Apart  from  meat,  other  kinds  of  foods  were  inspected  and  in  many  cases 
found  to  be  unsound  and  were  voluntarily  surrendered  and  destroyed.

2.  Food  Hygiene. 

This  subject  continued  to  be  one  of  paramount  importance  and  received 
most  careful  attention.  As  in  previous  years  every  endeavour  has  been  made 
during  inspections  to  see  that  persons  handling  food  were  given  advice  where 
possible  and  faults  indicated  and  corrected. 

The  improvement  both  in  structure  and  equipment  of  food  preparing 
premises,  shops,  etc.,  has  again  shown  progress  and  it  seems  fair  to  say  that  those 
concerned  continued  to  give  serious  consideration  to  this  aspect  of  their 
business,  subject  always  of  course  to  economic  considerations. 

3.  Ice  Cream. 

Inspection  of  premises,  particularly  those  where  loose  ice  cream  is  handled, 
has  been  continued  throughout  the  year  ; samples  taken  for  bacterial  purity 
have  indicated  that  a satisfactory  standard  of  cleanliness  both  of  equipment 
and  utensils  for  serving  is  generally  being  maintained. 

The  number  of  retailers  on  the  register  now  totals  two  hundred,  there  being 
nine  additions  and  seven  cancellations. 

Ice  cream  sold  locally  continues  to  be  supplied  by  the  larger  wholesalers 
with  a limited  quantity  manufactured  by  one  local  firm. 

The  chemical  quality  of  the  ice  cream  sampled  was  satisfactory  and  generally 
of  high  standard.

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In  7 cases,  involving  7 samples,  adverse  comments  or  reports  were  received 
from  the  Public  Analyst.  One  case  related  to  a sample  submitted  for  con- 
firmatory evidence  in  connection  with  the  soundness  of  food  for  human  con- 
sumption; It  will  be  noted  that  4 of  the  adverse  reports  related  to  possible 
labelling  offences — a type  of  infringement  which  is  unfortunately  becoming 
more  and  more  widespread.

With  the  coming  into  effect  in  October  of  the  provision  of  the  Milk 
(Special  Designation)  (Pasteurised  and  Sterilised  Milk)  Regulations  1949, 
whereby  all  milk  must  be  bottled  at  the  premises  where  pasteurised,  a revolution 
in  dairy  procedure  has  occurred.  As  the  bulk  of  the  milk  supplied  in  this  town 
is  pasteurised,  the  smaller  dairies  have  ceased  to  be  more  than  storage  depots, 
distributors  taking  their  supplies  from  the  larger  premises  where  the  milk  is 
treated  and  bottled  for  them. 

Sampling  for  chemical  quality,  bacteriological  cleanliness  and  biological 
safety  was  continued  throu^  the  year.  The  results  of  these  samples  are 
indicated  in  the  table  below  : —

These  results  show  that  the  standard  of  milk  in  the  Borough  was  very 
satisfactory. 
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In  addition  to  formal  samples,  a total  of  19  informal  samples  were  taken 
at  various  dairies  on  arrival  of  the  milk  from  the  farms.  These  samples 
are  examined  at  the  office  for  fat  and  solids-not-fat  content  and  afford  a very 
useful  screening  test  of  the  quality  of  milk  arriving  in  the  Borough  before  it  is 
bulked. 

Any  suspicious  results  are  further  investigated  to  check  whether  adultera- 
tion is  taking  place.

The  unsatisfactory  Tuberculin  Tested  Milk  results  set  out  above  occurred 
during  the  summer,  and  it  was  found  that  milk  arriving  from  outside  the 
Borough  was  at  fault.  The  authorities  responsible  were  informed  and  improve- 
ment was  effected. 

The  unsatisfactory  Methylene  Blue  and  Phosphatase  Tests  in  connection 
with  the  Pasteurised  milk  were  isolated  incidents  where  the  cause  of  failure  was 
not  ascertained  and  check  samples  proved  satisfactory.

The  positive  result  related  to  milk  which  was  produced  within  the  Borough 
and  the  authorities  responsible  for  further  investigation  were  notified  so  that 
appropriate  action  could  be  taken  under  the  relevant  Regulations.

HOUSING. 

Work  in  connection  with  Housing  has  received  the  momentum  expected  ; 
what  was  formally  a limited  action  in  this  field  has,  at  the  end  of  the  year,  shown 
that  an  ever  increasing  amount  of  time  must  be  spent  in  the  various  aspects 
concerned.  The  Government’s  effort  to  get  houses  brought  up  to  a modern 
standard  has  begun  to  take  effect,  and  although  only  16  grants  have  so  far 
been  made  under  the  Housing  Act,  1949,  the  number  of  enquiries  being  received 
indicates  that  a keen  interest  is  developing.  , 

The  Housing  Repairs  and  Rents  Act,  1954,  which  came  into  operation  on 
the  30th  August,  1954,  was  supposed  to  provide  a better  balance  of  rent 
against  repairs  which  have  been  carried  out,  or  are  needed.  The  tenant  is 
given  the  power  to  challenge  the  owner  when  his  rent  is  raised  on  the  question 
of  repair,  but  it  is  noteworthy  that  only  six  applications  for  certificates  in  this 
connection  have  so  far  been  received. 

The  Ministry’s  action  in  requiring  Local  Authorities  to  state  their  future 
housing  programme  has  started  the  resumption  of  Slum  Clearance  work  which 
has  been  in  abeyance  since  1939.  A Survey  in  this  connection  was  still  in 
progress  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

Investigation  of  housing  applications  to  check  claim  for  priority  on  grounds 
of  overcrowding  and  other  special  needs  was  also  undertaken  and  74  visits 
were  made  for  these  purposes  during  the  year.

MOVEABLE  DWELLINGS. 

There  are  only  two  caravans  stationed  in  the  Borough.  Both  have  proper 
water  supply,  sanitary  accommodation,  etc.,  and  are  licensed  under  Section  269 
of  the  Public  Health  Act  for  a period  of  12  months. 

Regular  inspections  have  been  made  and  no  contraventions  of  the  licences 
were  found. 

The  position  regarding  the  seasonal  camping  in  the  Warren  where  there  is 
no  safe  water  supply,  proper  sanitary  accommodation  or  facilities  for  refuse 
disposal  referred  to  in  my  Report  for  1953,  remains  substantially  the  same.  It 
is,  however,  anticipated  that  the  programme  envisaged  by  the  Parks  Committee 
for  dealing  with  this  problem  will  be  effective. 

PET  ANIMALS  ACT,  1951. 

Licences  in  respect  of  7 premises  have  been  granted  under  4he  provisions  of 
the  above  enactment.  Inspections  have  been  made  to  ensure  that  the  conditions 
under  which  the  licences  were  issued  have  been  satisfactorily  observed,  26  such 
visits  were  recorded  and  no  serious  contravention  was  found. 

RODENT  CONTROL. 

(Information  supplied  by  Mr.  L.  F.  Pattman,  Authorised 

Officer  of  Rodent  Control) 

During  the  year  384  premises  were  inspected  for  the  presence  of  rats  or  mice 
and  of  this  number  281  were  found  infested  and  treatment  was  carried  out. 
These  figures  show  that  the  number  of  premises  infested  was  again  lower  than 
the  previous  year.  Whilst  it  is  hoped  that  this  satisfactory  position  continues 
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it  is  to  a large  extent  consequent  upon  the  assistance  given  by  the  Public  in 
reporting  infestations.  The  Rodent  Operator  has  given  invaluable  service  and 
it  is  due  to  his  efforts  that  the  position  remains  under  control. 

During  the  year  agricultural  properties,  formally  treated  by  the  County 
Agricultural  Executive  Committee  staff  have  become  the  responsibility  of  the 
Local  Authority  and  all  farms  have  therefore  been  surveyed  ; at  only  one 
farm  was  treatment  necessary. 

The  Leas  received  two  treatments  by  a member  of  the  Parks  Department 
loaned  for  the  purpose  ; good  results  were  achieved  on  both  occasions.  The 
East  Cliff  Refuse  Disposal  Works  have  also  been  kept  under  close  observation.

MERCHANDISE  MARKS  ACT,  1926. 

Routine  inspections  were  continued  to  see  that  the  requirements  of  the 
Orders  made  under  this  enactment  in  connection  with  the  labelling  of  various 
foods  were  being  carried  out.  Sixty-eight  visits  were  made  for  this  purpose 
and  in  15  cases  traders  were  warned  as  to  their  responsibilities  in  the  matter. 
No  statutory  proceedings  were  taken. 

PART  IV— PREVALENCE  OF,  AND  CONTROL  OVER,  INFECTIOUS 

AND  OTHER  DISEASES. 

CHICKENPOX. 

Six  cases  were  admitted  to  the  Dover  Isolation  Hospital. 

One,  a boy  of  4 years,  was  transferred  from  the  Military  Families  Hospital 
at  Shornclilfe,  and  a second  case,  a woman  of  31,  from  the  Royal  Victoria 
Hospital. 

All  the  other  four  patients  had  Chickenpox  with  various  complications. 

DIPHTHERIA. 

For  the  third  year  in  succession  no  cases  of  Diphtheria  have  occurred. 

DYSENTERY,  Bacillary. 

Three  cases  were  notified  during  the  year. 

A French  youth  of  19,  staying  in  Folkestone,  was  notified  as  suffering  from 
Sonne  Dysentery  and  admitted  to  the  Dover  Isolation  Hospital. 

The  second  case  was  a Nurse,  aged  21  years,  at  the  local  Royal  Victoria 
Hospital  and  the  third  case,  a boy  of  4 years,  was  nursed  at  home. 

ERYSIPELAS. 

Of  the  18  cases  notified  12  were  over  the  age  of  45  years,  1 a school-child 
and  the  remainder  between  1 5-44  years.  All  the  patients  were  nursed  at  home. 

A woman  of  75  was  transferred  from  a Nursing  Home  to  the  Dover 
Isolation  Hospital  as  a suspected  case,  but  subsequently  confirmed  to  be  suffering 
from  Allergic  Dermatitis. 

GASTRO-ENTERITIS. 

A child  of  7 months  was  admitted  to  the  Dover  Isolation  Hospital  for 
observation  and  subsequently  confirmed  as  suffering  from  Urinary  Dermatitis. 

A woman  of  68,  suffering  from  Gastro-Enteritis,  was  admUted  to  the 
Ashford  Isolation  Hospital. 

HUMAN  BRUCELLOSIS. 

Three  cases  of  human  Brucellosis,  which  is  not  a notifiable  disease,  occurred 
in  the  Borough  during  the  period  19th  June  to  9th  July,  1954. 

In  all  three  cases  the  milk  supply  was  the  same  and  the  infection  traced 
to  a dairy  outside  the  Borough,  when  it  was  found  that  the  disease  had  been 
present  in  the  herd  concerned  for  several  months  previously.  Immediate 
steps  were  taken  to  check  further  supplies  reaching  Folkestone  from  infected 
animals. 

INFLUENZA. 

An  extensive  epidemic  of  Influenza  commenced  during  the  second  week  of 
December,  1954,  and  large  numbers  of  school-children  affected.  The  illness 
was  of  moderate  severity  with  a duration  of  4-5  days. 


A child  of  12,  who  also  had  ear  disease,  was  admitted  to  the  Dover  Isolation 
Hospital. 

Twelve  cases  of  Influenzal  Pneumonia  were  notified. 

MALARIA  “Relapse.” 

One  military  case,  a soldier  aged  28  who  had  contracted  B.T.  Malaria 
whilst  serving  abroad,  was  notified  and  admitted  to  the  Military  Hospital  at 
Shorncliffe. 

MEASLES. 

Only  seven  children,  all  between  the  ages  of  1 and  6 years,  and  a soldier 
of  22  years,  were  notified  as  suffering  from  Measles.  The  latter  was  admitted 
to  the  Military  Hospital  at  Shornclilfe. 

PNEUMONIA,  Influenzal  and  Primary. 

There  were  60  cases  of  Pneumonia  notified  compared  with  75  during 
1953  ; twelve  were  classified  as  ” Influenzal.” 

Six  were  infants  under  the  age  of  5 years,  1 1 school  children,  9 between  the 
ages  of  15-44  and  34  over  the  age  of  45  years. 

A child  of  1 1 months  was  admitted  to  Buckland  Hospital,  Dover,  and  a 
man  of  79  to  the  Royal  Victoria  Hospital. 

POLIOMYELITIS. 

A woman  of  23  was  admitted  to  the  Dover  Isolation  Hospital  as  a suspected 
case  of  Poliomyelitis  ; she  was  subsequently  confirmed  as  suffering  from  acute 
lumbago  and  rheumatism. 

PUERPERAL  PYREXIA. 

Six  of  the  patients  were  between  23-36  years  of  age  ; the  seventh  woman 
was  47. 

Four  were  confined  in  the  Royal  Victoria  Hospital  and  the  remaining  three 
at  home.  One  of  the  home  cases  was  subsequently  admitted  to  hospital. 

SCARLET  FEVER. 

All  the  26  civilian  cases  notified  were  under  the  age  of  15  years. 

Four  of  the  children  were  admitted  to  the  Dover  Isolation  Hospital  and  a 
boy  of  14  years,  attending  annual  camp  with  the  Army  Cadet  Force,  admitted 
to  the  Military  Hospital  at  Shorncliffe. 

The  disease  generally  was  of  a mild  character  and  21  of  the  patients  were 
nursed  at  home. 

A young  soldier,  aged  18  years,  was  admitted  to  the  Dover  Isolation 
Hospital  from  Shorncliffe  Camp. 

SMALLPOX. 

Dr.  F.  Rex  Fletcher,  the  Smallpox  Consultant,  was  requested  to  see  a 
woman  patient  in  the  Royal  Victoria  Hospital,  and  confirmed  that  she  was 
suffering  from  severe  Chickenpox  ; the  patient  was  transferred  to  the  Dover 
Isolation  Hospital. 

WHOOPING  COUGH. 

One  hundred  and  five  cases  were  notified  during  1954  compared  with  230 
in  1953  ; nearly  half  the  cases  occurred  during  the  first  quarter  of  the  year. 

Only  3 of  the  patients  were  over  the  age  of  10  years. 

A child  of  5 years  also  had  Pneumonia  and  was  admitted  to  the  Ashford 
Isolation  Hospital  ; five  other  children  (a  girl  of  3 years  from  the  Royal  Victoria 
Hospital,  three  sisters  whose  mother  was  unwell  and  a baby  of  14  months)  were 
admitted  to  the  Dover  Isolation  Hospital. 
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FOOD  POISONING. 

Five  small  outbreaks  involving  10  persons,  and  5 individual  cases  were 
confirmed  during  1954.  Details  of  the  cases  are  given  below  : —

I herewith  submit  the  Annual  Report  on  the  medical  aspect  of  the  working 
of  the  Port  of  Folkestone  for  1954. 


Regular  boat  services  during  the  year  have  been  as  follows  : — 

{a)  Folkestone — Calais. 

(1)  Daily  passenger  service  by  French  steamer,  Cote  D’Azur,  and 
reliefs  by  British  Railways  steamer,  from  1st  January  to 
31st  December,  1954.

The  aliens  arriving  to  take  up  employment  here  continue  to  come  mainly 
from  Italy,  Switzerland,  Austria,  Germany  and  France. 


The  men  came  to  be  employed  in  the  tinplate  works,  brickyards,  iron 
foundries,  coalite  works,  agriculture  and  for  technical  and  professional  employ- 
ment with  firms  and  as  hotel  workers  ; the  women  were  mainly  domestics, 
children’s  nurses  and  governesses,  assistant  hospital  nurses,  ward  orderlies, 
textile  and  factory  workers,  etc. 
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As  already  stated  in  my  previous  reports  1 still  consider  it  desirable  that 
preliminary  examination  of  the  aliens  in  the  countries  of  origin  be  carried  out, 
since  in  the  time  available  to  the  Medical  Inspector  here  it  is  not  possible  to 
carry  out  comprehensive  medical  examinations  which  may  exclude  latent 
disease. 

Eleven  medical  certificates  were  issued  as  a result  of  inspection  under  the 
Aliens  Order  ; three  of  the  aliens  were  landed  conditionally  and  eight  (seven 
for  medical  reasons  and  one  for  physical  incapacity)  were  not  permitted  to  land. 

Three  patients  arriving  at  the  Harbour  (one  accident,  one  chronic  sick  and 
one  mental  case)  were  examined  to  ensure  their  fitness  to  proceed  to  a pre- 
arranged destination  in  England. 

Where  possible  stretcher  cases  arriving  at  Folkestone  Harbour  now  travel 
to  their  destination  by  train.  The  County  Ambulance  Service  arranges  for  the 
reservation  of  a compartment  and  a special  type  of  stretcher  which  fits  on  the 
seats  is  used,  attendants  are  also  available  to  accompany  the  patients. 

As  and  from  1st  November,  1954,  the  Lympne  Airport  was  placed  on  a 
care  and  maintenance  basis  by  the  Ministry  of  Transport  and  Civil  Aviation 
and  the  stalT  of  H.M.  Customs  and  Excise  withdrawn  ; thus  I will  no  longer 
be  required  to  act  as  a Medical  Inspector  at  this  airport. 

I would  like  to,  in  conclusion,  express  my  appreciation  of  the  efficient 
work  carried  out  by  the  Medical  staff  at  the  Harbour,  and  also  of  the  continued 
co-operation  of  the  Immigration  Officials,  Customs  Officials  and  Ships’  staffs.
